III. Claims 20-24, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 705, subclass 50. 

IV. Claims 25-35, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 705, subclass 57. 

2. The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination Group I has separate utility such as establishing billing data. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
apparatus could be used to practice a process that does not involve establishing the billing data. 

5. Inventions I and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process.

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. §101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. 

1 1 . Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 C.F.R.
